Procedures for the Handling of Intelligence 
Requirements 


Attached per your request of 20 September is a description 
of the procedures followed for generating, levying, monitoring 
and satisfying of intelligence requirements. Attached also are 
samples of various types of intelligence gap statements and 
Intelligence collection requirements. The paper has the 
concurrence of 9DP and ODS&T, although the latter notes that the 
procedures described are more applicable to the Intelligence 
Directorate than to the SAT Directorate.

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«• the steps by which Intelligence gaps are identified and 
nation instituted to rectify the situation: 


i. Beoognitiop of a Need far Add|tignal Information 

The analyst should continually search for ways to sake his 
knowledge of hie subject matter more complete. In surveying hie 
field of interest, he should determine what he does not know and 
wfeat he must know in order to produoe the Mat professional work 
possible. Am intelligence gap ia thus identified. A specific and 
formal example of this process is a Best Mortem to a National 
Istimats which states in general tarns what important elements 
were net known about the subject when the estimate wss written. 

I. Pevsioomsnt of an Intelligence ftesulrement 

Having identified his need for new information, the analyst 
shoul d go to tha OCX's Collect ion Guidance Staff for aid in 
expressing his ased to the appropriate collectors. An Intelligence 
collection requirement is then written end assigned to a QU officer 
for levying end followup monitoring. 

S. Levying of acquirements on Intelligence Collectors 

Depending on the type of information needed, itn urgency and 
the capabilities of the various collect ion agencies, requirements 
are than levied on one or more agencies. They may also be given 
wider dissemination by being included in the Gt9*s Current Intelli- 
gence Acqui remen ts List which is distributed to all human source 
collection agencies sad to MSA. If an information need is particularly 
urgent or complicate d, i t may be referred to one of tbe U8XB 
C om mi ttees, such ns OOHK, the 8X9XMT Committee, tbe XfC t or tbe 
Critical Collection Problems Committee, or it may be stated as a 
Priority National Intelligence Objective, in which ease it is 
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automatically assigned to all agencies tor collection or analytical 
action. When a requirement la accepted by a collection agency, the 
■saner of execution la the responsibility of that agency. 

4. Monitoring Collection Action 

The CSS maintains a Machine file of all outstanding require- 
■eat a to eliminate duplication of requirements and to cloae cases 
outdated by no* needs. 068 monitors the flow of information in 
response to the requirements and, as nee collection opportunities 
arise* may refer the requirement to additional agencies. 

ft* feedback of dee Information to Analytical 11 meant a 

lee information from the collectors la returned to the analyst 
as partial or complete fulfillment of the original requirement. 

The use info rest ion glees the analyst new Insight into his subject 
matter and should raise additional, more refined* questions in the 
•lad of the analyst. These questions should appear as new, more 
penetrating, statements of intelllgenco gaps and give rise to new 
requirements. The above process is thee repeated.

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These ere the procedures by which Intelligence Estimates end Post 
Hortens to estimates are initiated: 


Rational Intelligence Estimates are either self- initiated by 
Ml as manu a l ' papers on important subjects or new estimates or 
updates of older papers, or they are requested by another DUB 
ag ency or consumer. A program of forthcoming estimates is drawn 
up each quarter. 

Special national Intelligence Estimates, which concern 
developments in crisis or near-crisis situations, are usually 
requssted on short notice by the White Howes Staff, State, the 
SoH or the OCX. 

ffest Hortens to estimates are written when it is recognized 
that important elements of information were not available for 
preparation of the estiatate. In such cases the Hoard of national 
Estimates will recommend to the DUB that Individual agencies tab® 
appropriate steps to fill the gaps noted in the Post Hortens, and, 
in unusually important cases, that the matter be turned over to 
the Critical Collection Problems Committee for recommendation ©n 
remedial collection action.

1. Thin aoBoranduK contains a reconaenda 1 1 on , In paragraph 
1? below, for your approval . 

2. As you know, I have been studying the BUI organ teat ton 
for several souths to insure that our budget and Manpower 
resources are in balance with our essential long-tena ta&s;s. 

X have also been seeking ways to increase our efficiency and 
the quality of our product and, if possible, effect reductions 
in per sonne l assigned to present tasks wherever consol ids t Lon 
or central lea t ion of effort would permit. 

3. By review to date has led to two min conclusions; 

a. dll aco-opera t ional intelligence research and 
analysis activities in CIA should be reconsol Ida. ted 
under one Directorate; and, 

b. The finished intelligence production eoapozumtg 
of the Directorate of Intelligence should as far 
as functional specialties allow be placed under 
unified direction and organised on a regional or 
area-oriented basis, and this regional organisation 
should be closely l talced by exchange of staff 
officers with the Area Divisions of DSD. 
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4. Tfel# memorandum deals with the first of the#e 
conclusions . I present it aot, with the second to folios, 
bee# use you recently spoke to me of your belief that 
siRilar functions should be grouped under single manage - 
sent and duplication eliminated la order to effect savings 
in use of manpower, 1 suggest the rigorous application of 
thia principle to the intelligence research and analysis 
effort, one of CU't; most essential functions and the 
one which our most 5. mportan t customers are daily aware 
of.

8. Pros its first day# the Agency*® guiding policy 
for the production of finished intelligence by CIA has been 
that it shall be integrated, coordinated and non duplicatory. 
ftii noll ey is still in force and currently set forth in 
25X1 which also prowl des that the Deputy Director for 

Intelligence is responsible for ensuring that the policy 
is implemented, including dissemination control and the 
initiation ©f nee publications. 


«, la IMS, the DCI transferred the Offi ce of 
Scientific Intelligence (0*1) from DDI to mm*, entirely, 
I believe, in an effort to collocate scientists and to 
provide a nucleus of personnel actually on duty around 
which the SSflf Directorate could be organised. This 
immediately created production problems, which I pointed 
out at the time and which have been only reduced since, 
not solved. The validity of the policy of placing 
overall responsibility for intelligence production in 
the 101 warn reaffirmed shortly after the creation of 
the MV Directorate, and attempts made to provide for 
its implementation in full force by oral and written 
directives. 


T. The directive in which this was most explicitly 
met forth im the BDCI’s memorandum of 30 October 1**3 to 
the deputies on the subject of relationships between UDI 
and ©SCAT. This memorandum provides that:

8. Ar r an gements for producing intelligence pursuant 
to that directive have worked as well as could bo expected 
considering the difficulties inherent in a situation where 
the Agency *s production capability has been fractured and

9. for obvious reasons, my current review of this 
problem has net been in detail, t have not, for example, 
held discussion* with 981 personnel concerning the interne! 
operations of thnt office. X have done evea less in the 
ease at HKSAC, hut la view of JOBSfcT’u plan to transfer 
the Bail is tie Missiles and Space Division froa 081 to 
1MBA® thereby creating another fracture in the finished 
intelligence bnee, X feel it nuat else be considered in 
any plan to alter the present organisation. 

19. there are, X believe, a number of reasons, nose 
compelling, others merely persuasive, for considering at 
this tine the return of OBI to BBS. The reasons fear its 
staying in the DG6BT are to me sot very persuasive. (The 
question of IMSAC, ns outgrowth froa the former Ballistics 
Branch of BBS, has similar aspect*. 1 would only nay here 
that it should probably be re incorporated into 061. If 
not, it has a good deal more to do with end-product reporting 
than do ether mil activities other than 061, and therefore 
it should come to $02 as well.) 


11, X should say a word about ay general scheme for 
consol idat lag components and integrating production in 
order to place the OBI proposed move in context, though 
the merits ef the move in no way depend upon n general 
reorganisation of OBI. The tentative scheme (blocked 
out in Thb A) calls for four main grouping of offices:

a. It would improve oar intelligence product . 

Intelligence problems at the level of national 
interest are not disciplinary but interdisciplinary . 
It Is Important to the quality of output to focus 
all pertinent disciplines on a given p rob lee in an 
integrated fashion. Mixed management nakes the 
attainment of this difficult goal more difficult. 

b . It would improve our research programing effort . 

By consolidating our research programing efforts 
into one, we would have a better balanced overall 
pragma sere responsive to our consumers . 

c. It would laprove the efficiency of our operations . 

Ve could , for exmsple, restructure the staffing 
armngeeeats , consolidating administrative staffs, 
production control staffs# Including the review and 
editing functions, dealing with the printers# 
production for support of current intelligence, 
typing# etc. Zn short, there would be fewer 
people doing the saao true of work now done by 
different research components la parallel # with 
n eosnsasurate reduction la overhead direct ion .
